raent of events In the far east continues
‘t0 be an ahsorblng tople in diplomatie elreles
heras, partioularly at the embassiea and lepa-
tione of the powers which are allgnlag for
an apparcpt struggle for Chinese territory.
Thore Ia no further talk of the United States|
an o possible factor In the contest, as the |
recent understanding at a cablnet meetiog
fa accepted as removing this governmeat from
the Neld of conlroversy,

At the same thinme an eminent authority
on international affairs said today that a
situation might develop when the Unitod
Btates would be called upon to go much
further than protect American Interesta at
the treaty porta In Chlna. This situation
woiuld como, be sald, |f the seramble for
Chinese territory went to the extent of the
extinntion ¢f China and the comolete ab-
sorpilon of the old emplre by foreign wa-
fuch was the apparent drift of the
present movement, he sald, and If It be-
came a reallty, then a conditlon would arise
similar to tho extermination of Poland.

Poland had established a precedent In In-
ternational affaire, he said, and follawing that
precedent, If China was to be absarbed, then
It wna o question which the Ualted Stutes,
in common with all the natlons of the world,
must take cognlzance of, Until this final
movement occurred, however, it was plain
that the United States had no Iaterest in
thoe fenclng of Europest natlons and Japan
for coailng statlons and ports on the Aslatic
consl.

In the meantime, however, the diplomats
are much concerned In the movements of
their respeotive  governments,

PARTITION 1S NOT INVOLVED.

A leading Japanese diplomat sald today:
"1 do ot lock at the guestion as Involving
the partition of China, and no event has oe-
curred thua far to indicate that China Is
about to be divided among the powers. The
anly tangible fact iz that Germany hns oc-
cupled Kiao Chau bay and Rusela has a fleet
at Port Arthur. But Germany's action was

«daken to collect aw Indemnity for an Iindig
ity to Germaon missicaiaries, just as it en-
forced Indemnity from Haytl

“Beyond thls Germany may seek to estab-
1gh a naval station at Kilao Chau and thun
Eav2 a naval base of operations In the Paclfic,
But that does not involve the taking of rny
conslderable portlon of Chinese territory,
and It Is yet to bo ehown that Germany will
take more than a cosst port aod such land
fmmedintely ndjacent so as to glve the port
proper facilities.

“If it comes to taking territory the course
of China must not be overlooked, While
Chinn I8 weak from n military anl paval
slandpoint, yet it his an enormous number of
men ready to take the fleld, while the entire
force of Germans at Kiao Chau cannot ex-
coed a fow thousand mem. Even a weak na-
tlon Is strong in defending it8 own territory,

"There are reports that Jopan would ald
Chinn In an extremity, but there is nothing

s that, Jupan doubtlees whl act alene If
there ls any reason for acting at all. Thue
far. however, 1 know of no steps that Japan
hos tuken or coantemplates toward taking
part in the controvesy., My Impression ls
that it will remnln Indepondent and a neu.
trul observer. Ite position will be much
gtronger by such a polley than it would be
by an alljanee at the outset. As an observer,
it 1t ecen that the partition of Chiva ls at
hand, doubtlees It would have some part to
take, but for the present there is no evl-
dence that such am cmergency is oear.
RUSSIA'S ACTION PEACEFUL, |

Another Japanese diplomat sald: *All the
powera have kuown for the last year that n
georot treaty was made last year between
Russla and China by which Russin was to
bave the right to winter lts fleet at Port
Arthur, For that reason the presence of the
Turslan fleet at Port Arthur does not lead
oilier nationg to foar that Russia has begun
& movement of terrliorial wggression on
Ohina. On the contrary, Hussia and China
are nearer together than any other two na-

The Gormmn offeials hore take the view
that there are but two actual steps on the
part of Germany, namely, the oecupation of
Kiao Chan bay, and the dispatoh of Prince
Henry's flest to Chinese walers, Heyond
this, they say, all Ia conjecture as to what
Garmany will do, and they convey the ldea
4hat these conjectures as to the absorption
of territory are unwarranted, by any of the
actual elrcumatances which have thus far
doveloped. That Prince Henry will extend
hin fleld of eperntions beyond Chine=e waters
and will embirace Eamoa and Hawail 1s dis-
missed as absurd, although reports of such a
movement have been current.

The Britlsh cmbassy has pot recelved a
word from the foreign office on the eastern
sitvation, but in common with other diplo-
mats the oMcinle view the situation as the
most Interesting one now occupying atten-
tlon. There Ia a general disposition to eredit
the late reports that a considerable British
flect is at Port Hamilton, off Corea, and that
a large number of Japanese ships are in the
same vicinlty. There are some seventeen
British ships on the Asiatic station, and a
good part of them appear 4o be centering
about Corea. This, however, Is sald to be
apart from the general question of Chinese
partition, and to relate only to the displace-
ment of an English ofclal who bad an in-
fluentinl position In the admivistration of
Corean afalrs.

French diplomats say that France In not
likely to take any part In a struggle for
Chinese territory, If that eventuallty comes,
a8 France already has secured most exten-
glve possessions In southeastern Clina, nota-
bly French Tonquin. It was M. Patenotre,
the Iate French ambassador at Washington,
who carried through the negotiatlons with
LI Hung Chang by which France secured
this foothold on Ashatic soil, Beyond the
gending of the [French erulser Jean Bart to
Chinese waters It Is sald that the Ohinese
gituation does not appear to have aroused
France, and the dispatch of this crulser Is
gald to have no more slgnificance than the
scnding of the Unlted Statea ship Ralelgh,
which is now on its way to the Chinese sta-
tlon,

SURIPLUS AT THE END O THE MONTH

Geatlfylng Increase In the

ment's Recelpts.
WASHINGTON, Dec, 20.—The [orthcoming
monthly staiement of the government re-
celpts end expenditures will show a materfal
Inerease o the recelp!s from both customs
and internal revenue, Today's iicome from
customsg alone was $7356,567, the highen: fig-
urca reached since the new tarlff law went
into effect. SBeveral times durlng the last
few weeks the customs revenues have ex-
ceeded $600,000, and accordiog to the expecta-
tlons of the treasury ofiiclals these figures
will be Iully maintainel for an indefinlte
period, b i |

The increase from customs this month
protably will exceed November by §2,600,000
oy £3,000,000, which will leave a surplus for
the month. Independeat of the receipts and
piymeats oo account of the Paclfie railread
transfer the total recelpts thls month would
have exceeded the expenditures by approxi-
mately $1,760,000. The returns from nternal
rovenue sources show a gratifylong lacrease,
and It I8 not unlikely that the December
statement will show ao excens over November
of $1,000,000,

Altcgether the sltuatlon, so far as revenues
are concerned, is very gratitying to the treis-
ury officials, who confidently predlet that with
the exception of January, when beavy in-
lerest payments are due, there will be a sur-
plus for cach remainiog month of the pres-
ent flecal year.

RECIPROCITY ~ MUST ~ WAIT

Bidetracked, for a Time at Least, by the
Bealing Question.

ALL THE COLONIES SHOULD BE TAKEN IN

England Wanis Some Assurance the

Conventlon WIIT He NMatifed Hoes

. fore Undertnking an Arbls
tration Conventlomn,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20—8ir Jullan
Pauncefote, the Britlsh ambasgador, has about
recovered from a long and painful attack of
rhoumatism, which has kept him In bed for a
good part of the last three montha, The fact
that he was able to call at the BState de-
partment yeslerday led to reports that,
coincldent with Lord Sallsbury's declination
of the proposition to stop pelagic sealing, Sir
Jullan had renewed reclprocity negotiations.
Hia eall, however, had no such significance,
as 8ir Julian did not know of Lord Salls-
bury’s enswer at the time he visited the
Stale department, A& to the roc'prooelty
negotiaticns, they have progressed stoadily
through Mr., Adam, first secretary of the
embassy, and Sir Jullan will now be able to
give the matter personal attention. The main
Cenire of the British West Indian colonles Is
to secure the 20 per cent reclproelty reduction
on sugar, What will be offered In exchange
has not yet been determined,

At the outset the purpose of the negotla-
tions was confined ¢o the British West In-
dics, but the present Indieations are that
efforts will be made to include Canada among
the colontes recelving the advantages of re-
clprocity. How far thig <an be done, la view
of the fallure of the Bering sea negoliations,
{8 not clear, but it Is probable that the Beit-
ish government will prefer to have the nego-
tlations embrace all the colonles—Includiag
Canada—instead of repeating the actlon when
the last reciprocity treatles were framed, of
confining them 10 the West Indlan posses-
flong.

SEAL DIFWICULTY IN THE WAY.

In thig conneotion it may be stated that
Mr. Kaspon, the special commissioner of the
United States charged with the conduct of
the negotlatione of reciproclty arrangements
and treaties under the tariff act, has mot
undertaken to conslder the subject of recl-
proeity with Canada. This abstention on the
part of Mr, Kasson is attributable to the fact
that the gubject of reciproclty, pure apnd sim-
ple, as described in the tariff act, has bacome
so involved with the seal question and other
issues as to beeome practically inseparable
from them, and so the entire subject of
Canadian relations appears to remain la the
control of ex-Secretary Fuoster,

It has been expected that (e recovery of
Sir Jullan would permit of active steps on
the Britiah-American treaty of arbitration.
Thero 48 no present prospect, however, that
anything will be done on that subject and
up to thls time no cicgotlations have been
opened Dbetween the ambassador and the
State department. Both governmenig have
signified a favorable atiltude toward reopen-
Ing miegotiatlons, but the Britlsh goverament
will take no step whatever until a definite as-
suragco is at hand that euch tresty &8s may
be negotlated will bocome effective by the
ratification of the senate.

It im sald that the answer of Lord Ealis-
bury oa tho Merlng sca queation, which Las
been briefiy reported by cable, adds no new
phase to the case, 2s this decliontion was
foreshadowed with ecertalnty by the answer
of Sir Wilfrld Laurier, the Camdlan pre-
mier, declinlng to slop pelagie seallug: The
action of Lord Salisbury merely adds ofi-
clal sanctlon +to thils declination of the
Canadlan,  authorities, As lhe  Russo-
Japaneredimerican treaty moade geveral weeks
ago for the stoppage of pelagle sealing was
conditioced on the concurrence of Great
Britain in a wimilar measure to stop pelagle
sealiog, it s presumed that the effect of
Groat Britain’s action will be to nullify this
treaty.

PRESIDENT SIGNS THI SEAL DILL.

Amerienns Prohiblted from Engag-
ing in Pelngle Sealing,

WASHINGTON, Dee, 20.—Ex-Secretary
Foster hiad a brief conference with the pres-
iden today, after which the president ap-
proved the blll prohibiting the killing of fur
goals In the waters of the North Paclie
ocean, passed the day congress adiourned for
the holldays. The act prohibits the killing
of seals by Ameriean cltizens, except ax they
may ‘be taken on the Pribyloff !slands by the
North American Commercial company. It
also prohibits the importation of pelagic seal
sking Into the United States raw, dressel
dyed or manufactures?. The penalty for vio-
lation of the iaw is a fine of not less than
200 or more than $2,000 or Imprisonment
for not more than six months, or both, for
each offense, Including the forfelture to the
United States of the vessel, 18 tackle and
cargo.

Assistapt Secretary Howell had  already
prepared regulations under the bill In autlel-
pation of the approval of the president and
they were sent to the White House this
eveninz for the executlve signature. It ia
expected they will be made publie tomorrow,

Eugland Plays One for Adyvantages In
the Other.

NEW YORK, Dee. 29.—A speclal o the
Herald from Washington says: Colocldent
with the rejection by Lord Sallsbury of the
latest proposition submitted to him by Am-
bassador Hay, Bir Jullan Pauncefote, the
Britlsh ambassador o Washington, has re-
sumed reclproclty negotiatlons with Special
Commissioner Kasson, Some cofiiclals of the
administration belleve that on the linking of
the reclprocity and seallng questions depends
tho fnal declslon of Great Britaln on both.
Sir Jullam Pauncefole's discussion with
Special Commissloner Kassct related to the
ccciproclty treaty giving the West Indla pos-
wosslons of Great Britaln the advantages of
the minlmum tariff allowed by the Dingley
larifl law.

CONTRACTORS GO TO NICARAGUA,

Preparing to Make Bids on Construo-
tlon of the Canal,

NEW YORK, Dec. 280.—When the Panama
steamship Flnance sails down Lhe bay on
Friday it will bave on board fourieen of
the most prominent contravtors In the United
States, who will go to Nicaragua to inspect
the survey of the propozed canal. If the
work 's deemed practical these men will form
a company and bid for the job. The party
is under the direction of E. 1. Cragin and
B. L. Cooley, chief engineer of the Chicags
draipage canal. Most of the contractors were
assoclated with Mr, Cooley o that lmmenss
undertaking.

From the meager ln!ormlllon in thelr
possession Boglneer Coolty eatimates the
maximum cost of the Nlcaraguan canal at
$25,000,000.

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POPE'S FINGER IN THE PIE

——

His Holiness Takes a Hand in Epain's
Cuban Mess.

ISSUES A WARNING TO THE CARLISTS

———

Powerful Infinence of the Vatlean Is
Agnin Exerted to Save Falling
Fortunes of the Proess
| ent Dynuasty. '

NEW YORK, Dec, 20.—A special to  the
Journul and Advertiser from Washington
saye: It is current news In Cathelle eircles
that on Christmas day the pope made a very
important communication to the Spanish
government concerning the Cuban war and
the attitude of the Vatlcan toward Epaln In
the present orisis.
About three weeks ago it hecame known
that It had been represented to the pope
through the uwaual chantels of Informatlon
on this gide of the Atlantic that the cause
of Spain was lost in Cuba. This was 8o
powerfully Influencing European opinion
that the pope took occasion on Christmas
to address an important communicatisn to
his nuncio at Madrid, The pope «declares
oemphatically that the Vatlean upholds every
form of legal government which is not antl-
Christian in its c¢haracter. He procecds
then to discuss the Spanish situation and
calls the Carlists to account, stating that
they, no less than other subjects of  Spain,
owe implicit alleginnce to the Teigning
monarchy and must not attempt to use the
cloak of religlomr to cover purposes that are
ulterior to the proper aims and objects of
the church. This will tend to eircumvent
the Carlists and In a Jarge degres wlll shear
them of lmportance, as the main hold of
the Carlists has been the positive sympathy
received from the Catholic priesthood of
Spain. It will solve, or at least modify,
the dllemma of the present minisiry,
Following this pronunciamento the pope
deals with the existing war and sends his
especlal Blessing to the soldlers of the
king of Epain.

Discussing the Cuban question, the posi-
tive statement is made that the Vatlcan
has never made any move that could be

construed inlo an approval of the Cuban
cause or disapproval of the conduct of
Spain. It has suggested that possibly the

rigors of war should be mitigated, but under
0o ciroumstances has it uttered a word that
might tend to encourage the parrieldal and
fratricidal sbrife.

Notwithstanding this minimizing the pro-
nunclamento s a distinet victory for the
foreign dynasty. Tho whole influence of the
Austrian court was thrown into the balance
to bring it about, Christiana, the gueen
regent, 18 a Hapsburg princess and for her
sake and the love the pope bears his godson
the powerful influence of the Vatican In
Spain has been agaln exerted to save the
falling fortunes of the present dynasty.

THINKS IT MEANS INTERVENTION.

Thomas Estrada 'alma Takes an Op-
i - timistle View,

NBW YORK, Dec. 20.—"'Governal General
Blaneo's  aucoptsoce of President Me-
Kinley's request that the Amerlean people
be permitted to relieve the sufferings of the
concentradoes jm  Cuba la tentamount to
acceptance of the offer of Inlerventicn by the
United Stites In the conflict =o long in prog-
ress between the pesple of Cuba and the
Spanieh government,” sald Thomas Estrada
Falnyy, the chief of the Cuban junta in this
city, 40 an Associated Press reporter today.

‘As the administration belleves that peace
fn Cuba can be restored culy by political In-
tervemtion it canwiot reject the favorable op-
portunity ithat thus prescnts ltsell to Inter-
viena for the purpose of ending the war lo
Cuba,” continued Dr. Palma, *“The de-
plcrable condition of the conccatradoes has
beo: caugad by the crued warfare wagoed by
Spain, and the governmeot, finding itsell
ungble to relleve the situation, has applied
fo the Ualted States for ald. President Me-
Kinley must ece by now that there 48 no
chance for peace to be established In Cuba
without Interveation, and lyisg up to his
woril as glven in his previpus message, must
Imtervene and Spain cannot rationally and
conslsieatly reject such Intervention.”

Coming down to the rellef plan Dr. Palma
rald: *“If the American people are willing
to help the ceotentradoes they should gend
food, clothing and the like, but no meoiey—
thit wieuld be the best plan to follow ow!.
Money will benefit the Spanish only."”

“Rlanco bas accepted the American propo-
sltlent a5 a way out of a dificult position,
He knows tha! [t would require milllons
of dollars (o permanently relieve the com-
centmdoes under the prescot condivions, But
the Unlted Statea caa accomplish very 1it-
tlo duriog tho progress of ¢he war, The
oslly way to ralive the concentradoes, and In
fact all Cubans, in to stop thils distress by
the introduction of peace and independence.
With peace restored, the concentradoes will
be able to returo to thelr farms gond thelr
resldences. We have the money, the tools
and the materials that will eet these people
right at work ugaio,

“Let the American people know that the
best plan Is to iptervene for peace. They
should Intervene immedlately. Spaln s try-
Ing to shake off the lgaominy of ‘Weylerism'
fIn Cuba, but it cannot eucceed. It |» neces-
sary that the werld should kpow the results
of that work 1n Cubu and the world is learn-
log fast."

Detectives have followed
clews all over New Jersey, Pennsylvanla,
Boston and other places, but so far Gold-
smith bas eluded them., QGoldemith and a
man mamed Webster operated under the firm
name of Hoyt & Co. George Hazelwelde and
Willlam A, Mitchell, who were thelr brokers,
were arrested three weeks ago for thelr part
in the operations, but the charges againat
them have not been tried, They were dropped
from membership In the Stock exchange, but
it was upon thelr covidence the graad jury
found the Indletment against Goldsmith, The
latter Is abou: 36 years old, and, In the
oplnion of the district attorney's office, he
was one of the shroewdest men who ever c¢n-
gaged In Wall street speculation, after the
manner of Dean & Co. They say his victims
are numbered by the thousands.

INSURANCE COMPANIES,

Plan to Meguire nn Examination of
Thelr Finances.

DENVER, Dec. 20.—The ldea of making
an examination of the accounts of the big
easlern insurance companies by the state
authoritles Is ngaln belng agitated, The
newest plan of procedure is to form a com-
bine of all the Insurance commissioners of
western and southern states and compel the
companies to submit to having thelr filnances
audited and the result made public,

Ingurance Commissloner Vivian today re-
colved a communleation from J. H. Kipp,
commliesioner of South Dakela, giving the
details of the plan and urging upon him the
advisability of co-operating In the movement.
